demands, including a

The governor listened attentiv e­ 
ly to the arguments of the three 
representatives, thanked 
them 
for calling, but made no further 


comment. 
The demonstration assumed an 
ominous aspect when about 300 
whites and Negroes who had 
been told to meet in Military 
park, a few blocks from the 
statehouse, marched to the east 
side of the capitol. Scores of po­ 
lice were rushed to the scene, 
and a few national guardsmen 
were held in readiness within 


the state house. 
L. O. Chasey , secretary to Gov­ 
ernor Leslie, sent for one of the 
leaders and informed him it was 
the governor’s wish the demon­ 
stration be held in the park in­ 
stead of on state house grounds. 
The police permitted the speak­ 
er to tell the crowd that the 
meeting would be resumed at 
the park.

MAN AGAINST MICROBES 
Man’s struggle to adap t himself to his envi­ 
ronment changes with the changing centuries 
but it goes on unceasingly . Although he need no 
longer battle with the monstrous mastodon, he 
has ncvt y et vanquished the microbe. The odds, 
however, are not against him. We aie reassured 
by recent scientific discoveries that there is still 
truth in the old p roverb that nature brings forth 
none but she p rovides for them. 
As a result of exp eriments at the College of 
Medicine of the University of Illinois, Doctor 
Lloy d Arnold asserts that the skin of our bodies 
has the p ower of disinfecting itself with aston­ 
ishing rap idity . If we get the germs on our 
hands, for instance, nature immediately begins 
an invisible cleansing p rocess to kill them off. 
The cleaner the skin is, the more quickly it can 
do its work. Dirt and oil retard the bactericidal 
action. 
Doctor Arnold's exp eriments showed that a 
clean hand which had been submerged in a sus­ 
p ension of bacteria disinfected itself comp lete­ 
ly within ten minutes, while an unwashed hand 
treated in the same way still retained 95 p er cent 
of its dangerous guests at the end of that time. 
When a lay er of fat or vaseline was ap p lied to 
the skin, the p rocess wTas slowed up . The dis­ 
infection went on—but it took the skin a much 
longer time to rid itself of imp urities. 
The knowledge obtained through these exp eri­ 
ments should give a new sense of security 
against the microbes of disease, for we have at 
hand a simp le weap on of defense. If we keep our 
hands and bodies clean with soap and water, 
there is a good chance that the bacteria that 
settle on the skin will be automatically and 
quickly destroy ed.

The Constituent Cortes, or Parliament, that 
the new Sp anish Rep ublic will elect in June 
seems more likely to succeed than the Cortes 


the rep ublic of 18 73 set up after Amadeo’s abdi­ 
cation. 
‘ Most of the difficulties which beset that short­ 
lived Cortes, and caused it to crumble p recip i­ 
tately with the new rep ublic within a y ear’s time, 
are not now p resent in Sp ain. 
To be sure, the rep ublic of 18 73 started off with 
good intentions. It established wide suffrage, 
voted for the immediate emancip ation of slaves 
in Porto Rico, p rop osed the comp lete sep aration 
of church and state. But these liberal tendencies 
were insufficient to offset the factor op p osing 
the new government. 
The Sp aniards at that time, inep t in p olitics, 
were incap able of administering the new state. 
Leaders quarreled among themselves; the dom­ 
inant Rep ublican p arty sp lit up into group s each 
of which declared war on the other. The Mon­ 
archists, enraged at the p rop osed cleavage of 
church and state, threatened to op p ose the re­ 
forms. To make m atters worse, the baby re­ 
p ublic had three wars on its hands—a war in 
Cuba, a Carlist war, and war with the Federalists 
in southern Sp ain. The United States was the 
only government to recognize the new rep ublic. 
Today few of these obstacles confront Sp ain’s 
new government. 
All the p rincip al countries 
have recognized the rep ublic. The p rovisional 
leaders have p roved efficient, discreet. 
That 
Sp aniards are better equip p ed now to handle in­ 
telligently the affairs of their government may 
be realized from the fact that a school for p oli­ 
ticians has been established recently in Madrid. 
The p eop le are not as illiterate as formerly . They 
are currently referred to as “sober,” “sane,” 
“sensible.” The new rep ublic, furthermore, isn’t 
harassed by threats that Catalonia and Viscay a 
will “secede” and set up sep arate governments. 
As President Macia of Catalonia say s, it is the 
p urp ose of Catalans to “live in an atmosp here 
of brotherhood and cordiality with all the p eop le 
of Sp ain, establishing a Federal Rep ublic.”

In a feature article, appearing 


hi the Sunday Star, written by 
Betty Anne Copeland, the early 
history of Indiana educational 
schools is recalled. The article is 
as follows: 


Few now living can trace the 


cycle of higher education in In- 
dianapolis over a period of more 
than three-quarters of a" century 
as vividly or as accurately as 
Mrs. Mary E. S. Conover of Fair- 
mount, a frequent visitor at the 
home of her son, Dr.x George. S. 
Conover, 225 North State avenue. 
It is a far cry from the small 
non-descript building that hous- 
es Fairview academy, the fore- 


runner of Northwestern Chris- 
tian university founded in 1850, 
to the colossal and, magnificent 
stone structure that draws stu- 
dents to Butler university from 
all corners of the earth. 


But Mrs. Conover,: now in her 


eighty-fourth year, in her remin- 
iscences, goes back beyond the 
founding of Northwestern Chris- 
tian university to the founding 
of Farmington academy and later 
Fairview academy^ linked histori- 
cally by the activities of her fa- 
ther, the Rev. George A. Camp- 
bell, who figured-largely in the 
establishing of the three institu- 
tions.

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MAN AGAINST MICROBES 


Man's struggle to adapt himself to his envi- 


ronment changes -with the changing centuries 
but it goes on unceasingly. Although, he need no 
longer battle with the monstrous mastodon, he 
has nojt yet vanquished the microbe. The odds, 
however, are not against him. We are reassured 
by recent scientific discoveries that there is still 
truth in the old proverb that nature brings forth 
none but she provides for them. 


As a result of experiments at the College of 


Medicine of the University of Illinois, Doctor 
Lloyd Arnold asserts that the skin of our bodies 
has the power of disinfecting itself with aston- 
ishing rapidity. If we get the germs on our 
hands, for instance, nature immediately begins 
an invisible cleansing process to kill them off. 
The cleaner the skin is, the more quickly it can 
do its work. .Dirt and oil retard the bactericidal 
action. 


Doctor Arnold's experiments showed that a 


clean hand which had been submerged in a sus- 
pension of bacteria disinfected itself complete- 
ly within ten minutes, while an unwashed hand 
treated in the same way still retained 95 per cent, 
of its dangerous guests at the end of that time. 
When a layer of fat or vaseline was applied to 
the skin, the process was slowed up. The dis- 
infection went on—but it took the skin a much 
longer time to rid itself of impurities. 


The knowledge obtained through these experi- 


ments should give a new sense of security 
against the microbes of disease, for we have at 
hand a simple weapon of defense. If we keep our 
hands and bodies clean with soap and water, 
there is a good chance that the bacteria that 
settle on the skin will be automatically and 
quickly destroyed.

To be sure, the republic of 1873 started off with 


good intentions. It established wide suffrage, 
voted for the immediate emancipation of slaves 
in Porto Rico, proposed the complete separation 
of church and state. But these liberal tendencies 
were insufficient to offset the factor opposing 
the new government. 


The Spaniards at that time, inept in politics, 


were incapable of administering the new state. 
Leaders quarreled among themselves; the dom- 
inant Republican party split up into groups each 
of which declared war on the other. The Mon- 
archists, enraged at the proposed cleavage of 
church and state, threatened to oppose the re- 
forms. To make matters worse, the .baby re- 
public had three wars on its hands—a war in 
Cuba, a Carlist war, and war with the Federalists 
hi southern Spain. The United States was the 
only government to recognize the new republic. 


Today few of these obstacles confront Spam's 


new government. All the .principal countries 
have recognized the republic. The provisional 
leaders have proved efficient, discreet. That 
Spaniards are better equipped' now to handle in- 
telligently the affairs of their' government may 
be real«ed from the fact that a school for poli- 
ticians has been established recently in Madrid. 
The people are not as illiterate as formerly. They 
are currently referred to as "sober," "sane," 
"sensible." The new republic, furthermore, isn't 
harassed by threats that Catalonia and Viscaya 
will "secede" and set up separate governments. 
As President Macia of Catalonia says, ft is the 
purpose of Catalans to "live in an atmosphere 
of brotherhood and cordiality with all the people 
of Spam, establishing a Federal Republic."

years and Garrison had on a 
number of occasions made ex- 
pressions of jealousy.

M. E. Garrison, 28, railway work- 
er, held by police for investiga- 
tion in connection with the 
slaying of Miss Hazel Bradshaw, 
his former fiancee, sobbed to- 
day when taken by police to .view 
the girl's body and continued to 
deny his guilt. 


Police said Miss Bradshaw, 22- 


year-old telephone operator, had 
repudiated a promise to marry 
Garrison. Her body, stabbed 17 
times, was found yesterday in- 
side the walls of the Balboa 
park Indian village. 


Shortly 
before noon today, 


Garrison asked if he might be 
allowed to see the body and to 
attend the funeral.

The Almirante Latorre, a bat- 


tleship built in England before 
the World war, is being refin 
ished in English yards and soon 
will steam back to this country: 


Carrying ten 14-inch guns, in 


addition to smaller bore rifles, 
the battleship has been refitted 
with oil burning engines, has 
been given new battle control 
equipment and has 
generally 


been revamped at ^. cost of $6,- 
000,000. 
When the Almirante Latorre 


gets home the Chilean navy will 
count one battleship, four cruis- 
ers, eleven destroyers, nine sub- 
marines, a new submarine tend- 
er, two new oil tankers, a sub- 
marine mothership, two mine 
sweepers, a large schoolship and 
several lesser craft. 


Six destroyers and three sub- 


marines are brand new and fol- 
low the latest designs in naval 
engineering. 


The navy has about 10,000 en- 


listed men, including the coast 
guard and the personnel at the 
naval academy and naval sta- 
tions. The 1931 budget submitted 
by the riiinister of marine, Rear 
Admiral Edgardo von Schroeders, 
lists 814 officers of whom 445 are 
line officers, with a total salary 
roll of 16,500,000 pesos. 


A British mission of naval con- 


sultants recently completed an 
assignment here, acting in an 
advisory capacity to Chilean offi- 
cers.

" Improvements, m a k i n g for 


j greater speed, safety, efficiency, 
'durability and combat strength, 
,have been achieved in the past 
1 few yearsTTy the Army Air Corps. 


One of the most marvelous de- 


velopments has been—ffiat of the 
"mechanical pilot," a contrivance 
which when once set takes the 
place of a human "pilot and con- 
trols the plane both as to,direc- 
tion and as to vertical and lat- 
eral stability. The army devel- 
oped this apparatus in .collabora- 
tion with a big electrical manu- 
facturing company and expects to 
use it in its 40 or 50 transport 
planes. 


The "mechanical pilot" sits in 


a cubical box about a foot high, 
weighs about 50 pounds and is 
placed under the pilot's seat. It 
contains two gyroscopes which 
work together. Last year the Air 
Corps flew by means of this little 
machine a plane from Dayton, O., 
to within 25 miles^ of Boiling 
Field in Washington. 'Although In 
case of a shifting wind the hu- 
man pilot must correct It or 
change his direction, the develop- 
ment is expected to add greatly 
to safety of commercial planes 
and 'some experts suggest that 
the crash which recently killed. 
Knute Rockne would never have 
occurred had the plane in which 
he and fellow passengers were 
riding been so equipped. 


._, Show New Strengt^ 


.Remarkable increases' in com- 


bat efficiency and strength have 
also come along in the' last two 
years. 
The high speed of pursuit 


planes has been increased from

to 192 miles an hour and 
their conVbat ceiling, previously

,Attack planes are being' im- 


proved to the point where, As- 
sistant Secretary of/War F. Tru- 
bee Davison says, a squadron of 
them will be able to fire 68,000 
rounds ot ammunition a minute 


while also dropping 5000 pounds 
of bombs. Their speed is being 
increased along with their power 
to deal death and destruction. 


New bombers carrying two tons 


of'bombs will be found in the May 
maneuvers alongside the bombers 
of 1929 which carried only a ton.' 
Speed, cruising radius and alti- 
tudes have also been raised. 


The improvements in combat 
planes appear all the more sen- 
sational when it is remembered 
that* one factor in military planes 
usually conditions another. Speed 
must be sacrificed to some extent 
for durability, safety and the 
load factor. Other sacrifices must 
be made for maneuverability and 
so on. 


Show Improvement 


Instruments have become more 


dependable, especially those 'used 
in banking and turning and the' 
artificial horizon. The army has 
made many experiments on the 
premise that it is of paramount 
importance to aviation to develop 
the airplane and its accessories so 
that it may operate independent 
of fog, which is the greatest. 
enemy to safe and consistent' op-, 
eration. The "mechanical pile.t" 
apparently can take a plane safe- 
ly through fog, but landing air- 
craft safely in the fog is another 
proposition. 


D e v e 1 opment of parachutes 


which will lower the entire plane 
safely to tlie ground is also pro- 
ceeding. An experimental chute. 
of this sort designed for a light 
plane ,has already been con-' 
structed and present types are 
ibeing improved to assure greater 
[safety of operation and less sway- 
ing in the air. 
Radio communication In avia-' 


tiori has progressed to the point; 
where several ships in the'grea,! 
formation of 672 planes to bfl' 
seen in May will be able to talk 
by wireless with other units and' 
some planes will ,be communicat- 
ing with the ground. Nearly all 
pursmit>planes are now equipped 
.with receiving sets and the coin-:

A Plain Statement of Facts 


To the Citizens of Rushville and Rush County 


Regarding the Building of Certain Rural 


Electric Lines Radiating Out 


of Rushville 


There has-been considerable news- 


paper publicity concerning the grant- 
ing to the Southeastern Indiana Pow- 
er Company the right to build certain 
rural electric lines radiating out of 
Rushville. These articles have stress- 
ed three points that we do not believe 
are in any way serious and we deem 
it advisable to mention our views in 
the matter. 


Several of the articles have stated 
that the decision permits the South- 
eastern Indiana Power Company to 
effectually strangle the RushviUe 
City water, light and power plant ia 
such a manner that it cannot spread 
beyond the city limits and,will in a 
natural course of events be forced to 
sell out its plant ta its encircling 
rival. 
-^ 
< < 
In answerj $. would say—the South- 


eastern Indiana Power Company is 
not interested in the purchase of the 
municipal electric -light and power 
plant of "the City of Rushville. It has 
made no overtures to purchase it and 
is not in any way hindering its opera- 
tipns within the- City of Rushville. 


The present owners and officers of 


the Southeastern Indiana Power 
Company have had years of experi- 
ence in the utility business, during 
which period they have purchased 
and operated many utility properties. 
During that time they have been in 
contact with various municipally 
owned electric light plants; in quite 
a number of cases, have sold them 
electric current at wholesale and for 
break-down service, but at no time 
have they purchased a single proper- 
ty from a municipality. 


It is further alleged that if the 


Southeastern Indiana Power Com- 
pany is allowed to build lines serving 
customers located within 'a mile or so 
of the present city •limit's of Rush- 
ville, that if the corporation limits 
are later extended, the City of Rush- 
ville may find two companies supply- 
ing light and power at retail .within 
the corporate limits. 


This .allegation can be answered 


simply by saying that the laws of the 
State of Indiana creating the Public 
Service Commission of Indiana spe- 
cifically gives all municipalities the 
right to purchase at any time, and at 
a'fair value, any utility operating 
within the corporate limits of such 
city:. Therefore, if the .corporate lim- 
its of £he City were evej extended 
and ihe Southeastern Indiana Power 
Company should have customers 
within such corporate limits, the mu- 
nicipal plant can very easily purchase 
whatever 'property 'the power com- 
pany might have within the said cor-, 
porate limits 9f the "city,' at its ap- 
prai.sed' value, 'as determined by 'the 
Public Service '.Commission of Indi- 
ana at l&e time of the piurchase. 


Another article states -that -1the 


wells for supplying the City, with 
water are located outside the' .city 
limits arid that the City will ;6e"for^ed" 
to purchase electricity ,to operate 
these wells from, ahp.ther utility. At 
the present jiirie the wells are'oper- 


ated from electric lines extended to 
the wells from the city limits. 


If the municipal plant of Rushville 


is now supplying their wells with 
electric current, there is no reason 
why they should not continue to do 
so. There is nothing in the order of 
the Public Service Commission of In- 
diana instructing them to cease or 
authorizing the Southeastern Indiana 
Power Company to serve them. The 
order simply gives the Southeastern 
Indiana Power Company the right to 
build certain lines and serve parties 
living along various highways in 
Rush County. 
The Southeastern Indiana Power 


Company and the Indianapolis and 
Southeastern Railroad Company are 
tax-payers in the City of Rushville 
and it is our contention and belief 
that the municipal plant belongs to 
the tax-payers. 
It has been publicly stated by at- 


torneys for the municipal plant that 
the City has an investment, of $500,- 
000.00 in the water arid light plant. 
That being true, the water and light 
plant should, in our opinion, earn .6% 
per year on the value of the plant, 
plus a sufficient amount to pay taxes 
on the property on the same basis 
that other taxpayers pay, and this 
amount of money should be paid 
yearly into the general fund of the 
City. The entire operation would 
then be on a business basis, .exactly 
the same as if a private corporation 
were operating the property. 
. We have only the best wishes for 
the success of the municipal electric 
and water plant in Rushville and for 
every other industry in the .City and 
in the territory we serve. We pay 
considerable taxes in Rushville; we 
spend a considerable amount of 
money there each month. A very 
large portion of our employes live 
there, pay taxes there' and spend 
their money there. It is our intention 
to continue to iise our very best ef- 
forts to provide railroad and lighting 
service to our own patrons and we 
have no intention whatever of en- 
deavoring to tie-up, strangle or bot- 
tle up the Rushville municipal plant. 


The plant was built with taxpayers 


money for .the purpose of serving the 
citizens of Rushville and we are per- 
fectly content to see it serve them in 
the best possible manner and at the 
best possible rates. We feel that the 
municipal plant should operate at 
rates which will allow it to make a 
profit and that the profit from opera- 
tion of this plant, in ^he f orrn of in- 
terest on the investment and taxes 
on the property, should be returned 
to $ie actual owners, i./e.—the'tax- 
payers, M the foion of a ccm.tributi<m 
to the general iund .of the City each 
and every year. 


We feel that the majority of -the 


taxpayers in Rushville would at this 
particular time welcome any^ assist- 
ance in (the form of'a reduction in 
tfceir burden that the municipal elec- 
tric light and water plant might see 
their way clear to be able to render 
them.

convinced, wrote and introduced 
to the Christian church assembly 
the resolution which led to the 
founding of Northwestern Chris- 
tion university, now Butler uni- 
versity. 


Peculiarly enough the present 


Butler site bore the name of the 
little academy that in pioneer 
days was termed the mother of 
Northwestern university and by 
virtue of such lineage, therefore, 
was the grandmother of Butler 
university. 


In recalling pioneer schools 


and comparing them with the 
Butler university of today, Mrs. 
Conover tells an interesting story 
of the-development of education 
in Indiana. Despite her advanced 
years she is unusually alert and 
active. And during a recent visit 
at the home of her son she was 
enthusiastic in telling of her girl- 
hood and the life of her father. 
She was widely known as an en- 
tertainer in her younger days and 
can still hold spellbound admir- 
ing audiences when she mounts 
the platform to speak. 


The one-story frame structure 
that housed the first educational 
institution 
founded 
chiefly 


through the devoted interest and 
aid of the Rev. Mr. Campbell still 
stands in Rush county. It also 
was the birthplace of Mrs. Con- 
over on No-/. 13, 1848. She 
beamed as she told that her first 
visitor after her birth was Alice 
Helm, wife of Benjamin F. Clay- 
pool, a familiar name in Hoosier 
history. Before her marriage to 
Robert F. Conover at Rushville 
in 1866, Mrs. Conover was a 
teacher in the rural schools, just 
outside of Falmouth. 


Mrs. Conover's father, George 


A. Campbell, was born on a farm 
near Brewer, Me., in 1808. In his 
teens he left home and worked 
his way through college. He was 
converted by the Rev. John Long- 
ley and became a member of the 
Christian (Disciples of Christ) 
church. He served that denomi- 
nation as minister the remainder 
of his life. 


He became a friend of Benja- 


min Franklin during his ministry 
and had close associations with 
Henry R. Prichard, "Uncle Jim- 
my" New and other prominent 
men of the day. He came to In- 
diana and was married to Sarah 
Ann Wide at Harrison. To them 
were born five sons and a daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Conover is the only liv- 
ing child. 


The Rev. Mr. Campbell per 
haps is best remembered in th 
Christian world for establishin 
many churches of his faith in 
Indiana and Illinois. He fpundei 
the Farmingf on academy in 1845 
The school occupied the nortl 
side of the building, while th 
east side of the dwelling was th 
residence of the Campbell family 
The Rev. Mr. Campbell also ha< 
the distinction of being the firs 
school superintendent (termed 
an examiner in those days) o 
Rush county. He also conductec 
the first teachers' institute in 
1860.The 
Farmington 
academy 


which he founded, was so sue 
cessful that Henry Prichard 
Woodson Thrasher and Danie 
Shrohan asked him to come to 
Fairview, then a separate college 
to ' promote "an institution o: 
higher education." A suitabl< 
building was erected and fi 
nanced by these pioneer educat- 
ors and the new academy wa.. 
founded. On the completion o: 
the building, the Rev. Mr. Camp- 
bell was unable to supervise the 
schooling because of other inter- 
ests which he maintained as edi- 
ior of the American Review, pub- 
lished at that time at Cincinnati 
O. Allen R. Benton was the first 
president of Fairview academy 
Jater he was president of North- 
western 
Christian 
university 


With' Fairview academy estab- 
ished, the Rev. Mr. Campbell's 
ambition was to expand Chris- 
tian educational activities in In- 
diana. 


At the state meeting of the 
Christian (Disciples of Christ) 
church at Greensburg in Octob- 
er, 1847, the. Rev. Mr. Campbell 
ntroduced the following resolu- 
;ion. as recorded by the secretary 
of the meeting. "Resolved, That 
the brotherhood of J;his state 
ought to make some effort in the 
cause of education." 


The report of the secretary 


>aid: "Under this head much 
was said on the subject of build- 
ing up a college in the state. The 
riends from Lawrence county 
proposed to give to the cause 
10,000 if the college was located 
withh\ one mile of the public 
square of Bedford, Ind. The 
laims of Farmington, 
Rush 


ounty, also were presented. It 
was decided that a committee of 
hree should be appointed and 
hat the committee should select 
five brethren whose duty it shall 
e to meet in the city of Indian- 
polls on the second Monday of 


December next for the purpose of 
eceiving reports of the brethren 
nd friends in Rush county and 
^awrence county and as many 
ther counties as may be dis- 
josed to bid for the location. 


The committee was made up 
f George A. Campbell, chair- 
man; James Matties and Benja- 


min Irwin. The committee namec 
the following five men to mee 
at Indianapolis: Elijah .Good 
man, 
Bloomington; M. B. Hop 


kins, Frankfort;'T. P. Connelly 
Connersville, and -L. H. Jameson 
and Ovid Butler, both of Indian 
apolis. 
The committee of five met a 


Indianapolis, Dec. 2, 1847. Mem 
bers of the Bedford church mad 
an offer of $10,000 cash donation 
for the location of the Univer 
sity. Members of the church i: 
the northern part of the stat 
objected, saying the Bedford lo 
cation was too far south. Th 
committee decided to refer th 
whole matter to the state meet 
ing to be held at Little Flat Rock 
Rush county, in the fall of 1848. 


At this meeting the location o 


the university was made a specia 
order of business and there wa 
considerable argument over th 
action of the committee of five 
It was then that the Rev. Mr 
Campbell made the move tha 
definitely settled the question o 
the establishing Northwester 
Christian university when th 
meeting voted unanimously fo 
the resolution he introduced as 
follows: "Resolved, That it is th 
duty of the Christian brother 
hood to proceed to found and en 
dow a college in the state." 


And that resolution was car 


ried out. Under the leadership o 
Ovid Butler plans were f ormulat 
ed, the building designed an 
charter for the institution drafl 
ed. Mr. Butler donated the sit 
(twenty acres) for the university 
near what now is College avenu 
and Thirteenth street, describe 
by early historians as a site a 
the "northeast outskirts of th 
city." He also helped to endow 
the institution. Northwestern 
Christian university was charl 
ered by act of the state legisla 
ture January 15. 1850. Sufficien 
funds for building and the sil 
were reported acquired June 22 
1852. Building contracts were le 
in July, 1853. Construction wa 
completed and the universitj 
dedicated Nov. 1, 1855. The uni 
versity was removed to Irvingto 
ha 1875 and on Feb. 22, 1877, il 
name was changed to Butler uni 
versity. 
Thus the university, which i 


the pride of Indianapolis, cam 
into being through the persisten 
efforts of pioneers, not the leas 
important of whom was Georg 
A. Campbell, whose tact and far 
sightedness had much to do with 
the shaping of the events tha 
led to the- founding of the col 
lege. At the eventful state meet 
ing hi which the Rev. Mr. Camp 
bell intervened at the psycholog 
ical iftoment, Henry R. Prichar 
called the newly born Northwest 
ern Christian university th 
"daughter of Fairview academy. 
Mrs. Conover says if that were st 
the father was Farmington acad 
emy and the Rev. George A 
Campbell the minister who mar 
ried the grandfather and grand 
mother of Butler university.
